American Passengers Londly Express Their
Indignation at

THE SOLDIERS' INSULTING CONDUCT

A graphie report of the killing of General
Barrundiaon the Acapuleo i given by an
eve-witness of the tragedy, He resisted the
officers who came to arrest him, fired ot
them soveral times, and while chasing them
about the deck, fell, riddled with bullets.

New YorR, Beptember 12, The Pamiie
mail steamer Hypocolon, which reached
1his port to-day, broucht from the Isthmus
eome of the passengers who were on board
ihe steamship Acapuleo at the time of the
killing of General Barrundia by Guate-
malan officers, while the Acapnleolsy in the
harbor of Sen Jese. Awn eve-witness of the
tragedy gives the following narrative:

“The steamship Acapuleo left Sasn Fran-
August 13. On her arrival at Aca-
puleo, Mexieo, Geveral Barrnodia, ex-Min-
istor of War of Guatemala, came on board
the Starbock, n sister ship, He was
suown to be hostile to the present Govern-
toent of Guatemals, and it was understood
thot ke was on his way to S8an Salvador. He
was atteaded by two men as body guards.
When the ship arrived at Champerico,
Guatemala, the suthorities who bad been
warned that Barrundis was on board at
onee sent of {wo boat loads of soldiers and
demanded that the General be sorrendered
fo them.

FUTILE ATTEMPT AT COERCION,

“Captain Pitts peremptorily refused to
sccede o this demsnd., The attempt was
made to coerce him by withbolding eclear-
auce papers. Bul afler a detention of 24
hours, Captain Pitts persisting in his re-
fusal 1o deliver General Barrundia without
an order trom the Govertmeni, the wessel

THE GENERAL'S REVOLVER USED,

“Next day the ship was again invaded
by the commandant nf & special foree of
men, necompunied by another boat load of
soldiers. This time the Guatemalan offi-
cers came furaished with an ‘order of ar-
resi,’ signed by the American Minister Miz-
ner. After being politely introdoced to
Captain  Pitts, the commandsnt, produced
nis papers and made a formal Jdemand for
the delivery of General Barrundia. Then
ihe commandant directed that all the eabin
passengers be ordered below., When this
order had been executed, the entire foree of
Custewalan officers procecded to General
Burrundia’s room, Captain Pitts going
them. As soon as the room was
resched, Captain Pitts, after deprecsting
the neoessity of surrendering his pussenger
to the authorities, began to read the order
for the General's arrest.

“General Barrundia quictly met them at
the door, but at once divining that all was
aver be resched into his room for his revol-
ver, and making the remark ‘very good,’
fi The ball just missed Captain Pitts,
ther with the eommandant, rag to
locked the door, and hid under
«l, leaving the man bunting the spe-
cial officers. Barruodia was n short-sighted
man, and being verr nervous was unsble 1o

o any damage, though he chased them in
ont of the saloon, firing wildly. At
the officors, firing from different points,
ped bim, riddled with shot, on the haorri-
deck. The brave commandant there-
upon enwe from his lnding place, walked
up to the dead man and fired into his skall.

MIZNER'S REPORT WANTED.
The State Departmest Auxious to Hear the
Minister's Story.
WasswGrox, September 12.—The

State Department is awaiting with consider-

The department has no official
information s= to what fork the advice of
Alinister Mizuer fo the captsin of the
Acapunieo tnok, butit hardiy credits the
statement of the eye witness that it took the
shape of an “order of arrest,”” which, in this
country, is generally supposed to be a
judicial warrant. It is pointed out lht. .tha
purport, even of this “order of arrest,” as
1t is stvled, is not given, and that the witness
does not say he saw it.

The official statement of Minister Mizner
giving the circumstances and Iacts of this
[ Government's connection with the affuir

A FORGER’S SCHEME.

WARRANTS ISSUED FOR A PHILADELPHIA
ATTORNEY,

He Mortgnged Renl Estnte in the Names
of Dead Men—The ~cxenopial League
Swindled Out of . $10,000—The Man Is

Misning.

PHILADELPHIA, September 12.—War-
rants huve been issued for the arrest of
Frauklin 8. Dickson, s young lawyer,
whose office is in the Girard building, on
the charge of forgery and baving swindled
the Sexennial League ont of about §10,000
by mesns of bogus deeds. Although the
detectives have been after him sinee
Weduesday last they have so far been un-
sble to find him, and it is believed that
he has leit the city. Dickson’s swindling
operations extend over the past 16 months.
and, although the amount of his plunder,
so far as is known at preseut, will not ex-
ceed §10,000, his of fo and
swindling is oue of the boldest that has
ever been brought to light in this eity.

11 is the custom in this city before deeds
are recorded to register them in the Registry
Bureau. Inthe burean therefore can be
found a descripsion of every lot of ground in
the city and the name of the owner. It is
frequently the case that when persons own-
ing real estate dies hiuf heirs nuAin
possession of the property for yenrs, 5
no deed passes from the dead man to his
heirs the registry bureau shows the title as
still remaining in the dead man's name.
Dickson koowing that certain resl estate
was held io this manner drew up mortgages
upon the property in the name of the dead
man. He enther executed the mortgages
himself or got some one else to execnte them
in the dead owner's pame, fo the
acknowledgements, the recorder’s ecertifi-
cate and the land title searchers. ’

Then as the tax office gets the names of
owners of real estate trom the
Bureau, he presented to the Board of Trus-
tees the forged papers, accompsmied by
genuine tax bills showing the property ep-
parently to be in the morigager's name. The
trustees would then, thinking the papers
good, give Dieknm; a clm;l:’ fo;; tht‘l'l l;nonut,
but in every case, fortunately for the lesgue,
made ont to the order of the supposed owner
of the property. Dickson would then forge
the indorsement on the back of the check,

ut his own name oo it, and deposit itin the
Ean to his own eredit. When the interest
was due on the mortgage he would pay it,
stating that he was acting as attorney for
the party against whom the mortgage was
drawn.

GAS IN PLENTY.

THE MANUFACTUKED VAPOR USED

In Various Places Gives Very Batisfactory
Resulls at Low Cost.

OPINIONS OF BSOM< MANUFACTURERS

On the Bupply fer the Futars and (he Present

Coal gas is being successfully used in
manufacturing operations and s Pittsburg
firm will soon have s plant ready. Manu-
tacturers are reticent on the gas question,
but some of them talk for publiention while
others cxpress a variety of opinions fof per-
sonal use, Possible results of drilling in
the city limits,

An error in the synopsis of the article on
nattiral gas yesterday morning gave it an
odd interpretation. The matter lollowing,
however, made the intent clear, that certain
appareatly exhnusted wells had regained
their pressure by accumulation. Natursl
gas is found diffused in permeable strata,
usually sandstone conglomerate, though
oceasionally in other formations. The
drill-holes, varying from five inches in
diameter to eight inches, drain a limited
area of the rock until the sunply is appar-
ently exhapsted, but when thesé wells are
shut in there is & gradual distribution of
Ras to those exbausted areas from other por-
tions of the sand, which, together with any
aceretion there may be from the original
source of supply restores the pressuse at the
old wells. Of course, it is impossible; from
any data at hand, to say what proportidh of
the restored pressure is supplied from the
accumulation in the adjacent rock, or what
proportion is supplied by new distillation,

SUBSTITUTE READY, IP NEEDED.

Manu actured gas is feaslble in ecase the
natoral gas supply should fail. The Penn-
s¥lvania Tube Works Company is con-
structing producers at its works, and will
be ready to operate with coal gas by the first
of January, These works were troubled
lsst winter by shortages in the natural gas
supply, and the trouble has continned since,
Some days they have enough, some days
they have not half enough.

BIRMINGHAM, ALA., September 12—
The grand jdry of the U nited States Dis
trict Court hus just returned s bateh of in-
dietments against W. H. Haurrison, better
koown as “Widow Harrison,” for pension
frauds. Harrison is credited with swindling
Unele Sam outof §8,000 w $12,000 by
means of bognus pension elaims. A history
of his operations reads Jikea dime novel,
and be is certainly a sharper of no mean
ability.
Harrison came from somewhere in Ohio
several years ago, and settled in Tuska-
loosa county, nesr the line of Walker
coanty. He was a school teacher, a pious
¥ouog man, who tsughtn secular school
durify the week and o Bible class in the
Sunlay school. His neat appearanee and
good address helped him to win his way in
the backwoods where he had located, and he
soon estublished a flourishine sehool, His
seholars loved him, parents liked him snd
scon Mr, Harrison was & prominent and in-
fluential man,

AN IMPORTANT INDIVIDUAL,

The couniry people sought his advice on
all sorts of subjects, and some of the country
magistrates soon learned he had studied
law and they called on him to settle many
knotty law problems. So great was the
fame of Harrison's sehool in Tuskaloosa
county that the people of Walker organized
& much larger sehool and indnced him to go
over and take charge of it. In Walker he
became even more popular thas he had
been in Tuskaloosa, and finally, to pleasa
everybody, he agreed to teach half the vesr
in each eounty,

Harrison’s popnlarity and influence
among the people continaed until a Deputy
United States Marshal arrested him on a
charge of pension frands. He was unable
to make the $10,000 bond wequired, and was
placed in jail in this ecity and then the
officers went to wark looking up his record.
At the time of his arrest there were three
cases of pension swinaling against him, and
1t was suppesed that was ail he had done.
When the officers investizated a little
more they were amazed to find that Harrie
san had been systematically swindling the
Goveromont for four years and if be had
not grown careless he might have carried on
hii. operations many years without detee=
tion.

AN EXTENSIVE OPERATOR

From every little postoffice within tem
miles of where he had been teaching sehool
Harrison had been torwarding peusion
claims to Washington.

A SINCLE-HANDED SWIDLER

Blanks of all kinds necessary in making
out the clnims had been provided by Harri=
son bimself, and he was drawing ail the
pensions.
